House  Bill  Gets  Nod

BOSTON  —  “I  wonder  where  the 
misconception  comes  from  that  gays 
are  discriminated  against?”  This  quote 
came  from  the  newly  elected  state  rep¬ 
resentative  from  Holbrook,  Andrew 
Card,  Jr.,  at  last  Monday’s  Public 
Service  Committee  hearing.  Repre¬ 
sentative  Card  made  an  attempt  several 
times  to  emphasize  his  point  that  he 
saw  no  documented  evidence  to  prove 
discrimination  against  gays  in  Civil 
Service  job  hiring. 

On  March  3  a  public  hearing  was 
held  in  the  State  House  before  the 
Public  Service  Committee  dealing  with 
several  bills,  including  H.2849,  a  bill  to 
prohibit  discrimination  on  the  basis  of 
sexual  orientation  in  state  civil  service 
jobs.  In  a  public  executive  session 
immediately  following  the  hearing  the 
committee  voted  favorably  on  H.2849, 
but  substituted  the  wording  of  a  similar

bill  from  last  year  (H.5863)  which  itself 
had  been  a  redraft  by  the  committee. 

GCN  has  not  been  informed  of  the 
exact  wording  of  the  change,  but  is 
warned  that  it  might  be  less  advanta¬ 
geous  to  gays  than  the  original  bill. 
Complete  investigation  into  this  issue 
will  be  reported  next  week. 

Early  in  the  hearings,  Representa¬ 
tives  Elaine  Noble  of  Boston  and 
Barney  Frank  of  Boston  spoke  in 
favor,  urging  the  committee’s  approv¬ 
al.  Bill  Damon,  a  resident  of  Province- 
town,  presented  a  letter  drafted  by  the 
Provincetown  Board  of  Selectmen  (see 
GCN,  Vol.  2,  No.  37)  urging  passage 
of  the  gay  rights  legislation.  In  the 
letter  they  noted  that  gays  and  straights 
worked  well  together  in  the  town. 

An  admitted  lesbian  social  worker 
from  the  Tewksbury  area  testified  to 
the  “fear  of  discrimination  and  loss  of 
job”  that  many  gays  feel.  She  cited  an 
incident  in  which  a  woman  was  denied 
advancement  within  her  chosen  career 
because  she  was  an  admitted  lesbian. 
Several  other  people  from  the  Boston 
area  spoke  in  favor  of  H.2849, 
including  Rev.  Randall  Gibson  of  the 
Charles  Street  Meetinghouse,  Ted 
Sanger,  an  advocate  with  Project 
Lambda,  and  attorney  Richard  Ru- 
bino. 

In  executive  session  following  the 
hearings,  the  discussion  by  the  commit¬ 
tee,  while  brief,  was  longer  than  the 
accorded  many  bills,  which  were 
dismissed  with  a  few  words  and  an 
“aye”  or  “nay”  vote.  Rep.  Card 
seemed  to  assume  that  the  “loophole 
clause”  (which  would  allow  discrimin¬ 
ation  where  there  could  be  shown  a 
relationship  between  sexual  preference 


NEW  HAVEN  —  Ellen  Grusse  and 
Marie  Therese  Turgeon  have  gone  to 
jail.  The  two  women  were  called  before 
the  grand  jury  last  month  to  give 
information  as  to  the  whereabouts  of 
the  two  fugitives,  Susan  Saxe  and 
Kathy  Powers.  They  refused  to  give 
information  because  they  felt  that  the 
grand  jury  was  being  used  to  assist  the 
FBI’s  investigation.  They  stated  that 
the  investigation  was  an  invasion  of 
privacy,  and  that  the  FBI  was  using  the 
Saxe-Powers  case  to  investigate  tghe 
lesbian-feminist  community. 

Grusse  and  Turgeon  were  held  in 
contempt  of  the  grand  jury.  Their 
application  to  overturn  the  contempt 
of  court  citation  was  denied  on 
Wednesday  by  Supreme  Court  Justice 
Thurgood  Marshall.  The  two  women 
will  be  incarcerated  in  the  women’s 
prison  farm  a*  Natick  until  April  1. 
Then,  if  the  grand  jury  reconvenes  at 
that  time,  they  may  be  called  again.  If 


and  unsatisfactory  job  performance) 
would  result  in  a  list  of  certin  jobs 
obviously  unsuitable  for  homosexuals. 
“Shouldn’t  there  be  a  question  on  the 
application  so  that  these  people  can 
identify  themselves  beforehand  ancT  so 
not  apply  for  certain  jobs?”  Card 
asked.  Senate  Chairman  Chester  At¬ 
kins  (D-Acton),  appearing  anxious  to 
get  a  favorable  concensus,  moved  that 
a  suggestion  to  use  last  year’s  draft  of 
H.5863  be  voted  on  favorably  with  the 
consideration  of  rewording.  There  was 
no  discussion  from  the  legislators 
present:  Reps.  Genevra  Couniham  (D- 
Concord),  Edward  Dickson  (R-Wes-

they  still  refuse  to  testify,  they  may  be 
returned  to  jail. 

The  two  fugitives  Saxe  and  Power 
are  wanted  in  connection  with  a 
robbery  and  murder  at  the  Brighton 
branch  of  the  State  Street  Bank  and 
Trust  Company  in  September  1970,  a 
theft  of  government  property  from  a 
National  Guard  armory  in  Newbury- 
port,  and  the  robbery  of  a  savings  and 
loan  association  in  Philadlephia.  For 
the  past  five  years  they  have  lived  in 
various  sections  of  the  country  where 
they  were  often  involved  in  lesbian- 
feminist  activities.  Because  of  this,  six 
people  in  Lexington,  Ky.,  and  two  wo¬ 
men  in  Hartford,  Conn.,  are  presently 
facing  grand  juries  and  possible  jail 
terms. 

A  defense  fund  has  been  set  up  and 
those  wishing  to  help  Grusse  and 
Turgeon  to  maintain  their  defense  may

A  group  of  25 
women  and  men  took  part  in  what  may 
be  the  beginnings  of  Boston’s  first  gay 

bowling  league.  After  the  initial 
moments  of  confusion,  the  organiza¬ 
tion  was  efficient,  and  everyone  was 
soon  frantically  trying  to  knock  down 
the  elusive  pins.  Some  had  never 
bowled  before,  and  many  found 
themselves  bowling  candlepins  for  the 
first  time,  but  to  observers,  it  would 
have  appeared  (except  for  the  scores) 
that  the  league  had  been  bowling 
together  for  months.

ACLU  Backs  Southern  Gays

MAINE  LINE

AUGUSTA  —  Maine  Legislators 
last  month  were  presented  with  the 
final  report  of  a  spec'ial  legislative 
commission  delegated  to  give  a  com¬ 
prehensive  review  of  the  State’s  entire 
criminal  code.  The  Commission’s 
effort  lasted  two  years.  Most  of  the 
publicity  resulting  from  the  special 
report  focused  on  the  proposals  to 
decriminalize  prostitution  and  the  use 
of  marijuana.  The  section  on  sex 
offenses  got  little  or  no  attention. 

If  the  proposed  new  code  were 
adopted  the  long-standing  sanctions 
against  homosexual  sexual  relations 
would  end. 

Under  the  proposed  code,  sex 
offenses  would  be  limited  to  four 
general  categories: 

1 .  Rape 

2.  Gross  sexual  misconduct 

3.  Sexual  abuse  of  minors 

4.  Unlawful  sexual  contact 

The  February  Newsletter  of  the  Maine 
Gay  Task  Force,  in  a  front  page  article, 
observes  “noticeably  absent  .  .  .  are 
any  references  to  “Crimes  Against 
Nature”  which  under  existing  criminal 
code  (include)  sodomy,  fellatio,  and 
cunnilingus”.  Like  similar  laws  com¬ 
mon  to  other  States  the  existing  laws 
are  selectively  used  against  gay  people. 
Peter  Prizer,  Political  Affairs  Coor¬ 
dinator  for  the  Task  Force  told  GCN 
that  the  new  code  has  an  excellent 
chance  of  passing  this  year.  The 
Legislative  hearings  will  probably 
commence  this  month.  Prizer  said  that 
members  of  the  Task  Force  would 
monitor  the  hearings  and  be  prepared 
to  rebut  testimony  when  necessary. 
Because  the  gay  issue  has,  in  effect 
been  a  non-issue,  the  MGTF  has  not 
prepared  a  formal  campaign.  Prizer 
said  most  people  seem  to  realize  the 
code  “is  a  rational  one”  and  oppo¬ 
nents  would  find  it  difficult  to  refute. 
According  to  Prizer  the  legislature  this 
year  is  a  “little  more  progressive  than 
customary”.  He  added  that  many 
“phobic  people  lost  out  in  the 
election.”

Six  workshops  are  scheduled 
for  Saturday  afternoon  and  will  deal 
with  such  subjects  as  rural  *ays,  sexism 
gay-straight  relationships,  lesbian  sep¬ 
aratism  and  political  actjbn.  A  dinner 
and  dance  will  end  the  evening.  A  five 
dollar  registration  fee  will  cover 
conference  activities  including  a  dance.

by  the  House  members,  who  got  out  of 
their  seats  to  view  the  150  gays  seated 
in  the  balcony  above  them. 

That  was  what  everyone  was  waiting 
for,  last  Wednesday,  March  5,  as  the 
second  annual  Gay  Americans  Day 
took  place  at  the  State  House  in 
Boston.  The  McGee  announcement 
was  in  marked  contrast  to  his  actions 
during  the  previous  GAD.  At  that 
time,  McGee  slammed  the  gavel  down 
and  adjourned  the  session,  rather  than 
recognize  the  “guests”  of  another 
legislator. 

The  day  began  at  9:00  AM,  when 
200  gays  gathered  in  Doric  Hall.  The 
group  was  then  divided  into  smaller 
groups,  some  of  which  were  given  a 
tour  of  the  State  House  arranged  by 
Secretary  of  State  Paul  Guzzi,  while 
other  gays  began  a  day-long  effort  at 
lobbying  their  legislators. 

Some  of  the  legislators  were  very 
receptive  to  their  gay  constituents. 
Even  some  former  opponents  indicated 
that  they  have  reconsidered  their 
anti-votes  of  the  previous  two  years. 

The  legislature  will  be  considering 
several  anti-discrimination  bills  within 
the  next  three  weeks  (H.2848,  H.2849, 
and  S.272),  and  one  feeling  commonly 
expressed  after  GAD  by  many  gays  was 
one  of  optimism. 

Over  thirty  gays  from  the  Back 
Bay/Beacon  Hill/Allston  area  were 
present  to  their  state  Senator,  William 
M.  Bulger.  Bulger  —  whose  district  is 
believed  to  have  a  higher  concentration 
of  gay  residents  than  any  other 
senatorial  district  in  the  state  —  was 
“out  of  town”,  according  to  his  aide. 


Money-cowry. 


TULANE,  La. — On  January  17,  a 
lawsuit  initiated  by  the  Associated 
Student  Body  and  the  Gay  Students 
Union  (GSU)  of  Tulane  University 
against  the  university  itself  (GCN,  Vol. 
1,  #52,  22  June  1974)  was  filed  in  New 
Orleans  Federal  District  Court  by  the 
American  Civil  Liberties  Union  (AC¬ 
LU)  of  Lousiana.  The  press  release 
issued  by  the  Louisiana  ACLU  states 
that  the  suit  seeks  to  enjoin  Tuland 
University  from  refusing  to  recognize 
the  Tulane  GSU.  The  Louisiana  ACLU 
describes  the  Tulane  GSU  as  “a  group 
of  homosexual,  bisexual,  and  hetero¬ 
sexual  students  at  Tulane  University.” 

Since  the  organization  of  the  Tulane 
GSU  in  October  1972,  the  group  has 
“continuously  sought  official  universi¬ 
ty  recognition  and  has  been  continu¬ 
ously  denied  such  recognition.  The 
GSU  was  provisionally  approved  by 


the  Associated  Student  Body  and  the 
University  Senate  Committee  on  Stu¬ 
dent  Affairs,  but  was  denied  meeting 
space  at  the  university,  contrary  to  the 
rights  of  such  provisionally  approved 
student  organizations.”  In  February 
1974,  the  University  Senate  Committee 
on  Student  Affairs  voted  to  approve 
permanent  recognition  of  the  Tulane 
GSU  but  reversed  this  decision  by 
voting  to  deny  such  permanent  recog¬ 
nition  in  April. 

Because  of  these  actions,  the  Louisi¬ 
ana  ACLU  contends  that  the  rights  and 
freedom  of  speech  and  assembly  of 
both  the  Tulane  Associated  Student 
Body  and  the  Tulane  GSU  have  been 
violated.  The  Louisiana  ACLU  alleges 
that  the  decision  of  the  University 
Senate  resulted  from  coercion  and 
harassment  of  University  Senate  mem¬ 
bers  by  university  administrators  and 
officials.  The  suit  further  contends  that 
the  alleged  coercion  and  harassment 
constitutes  conspiracy  to  deny  the 
plaintiffs  their  constitutional  rights. 
Accordingly,  the  two  plaintiffs,  the 
Associated  Student  Body  and  GSU, 
have  asked  for  damages  of  $15,000 
each. 

Secondly,  the  suit  contends  that  the 
alleged  actions  of  the  university 
constitutes  a  violation  of  First  and 
Fourteenth  Amendment  rights  of  the 
plaintiffs,  and  have  asked  an  injunc¬ 
tion  prohibiting  Tulane  University 
from  further  denial  of  university 
recognition  of  the  Tulane  GSU. 

The  Associated  Student  Body  and 
the  GSU  contend  that  the  activities  of 
the  GSU  are  not  an  attempt  by 
homosexuals  to  use  university  facilities 
for  unlawful  acts,  but  are  the  attempts 
of  a  group  of  male  and  female  students 
of  various  sexual  orientations  who 
have  attempted  to  gain  recognition 
through  normal  university  channels. 
Tulane  University  has  argued,  primati- 
ly  through  Dean  of  Students,  John 
Stibbs,  that  allowing  a  homosexual 
organization  at  Tulane  would  “involve 
the  university  in  aiding  and  abetting  a 
felony.” 

According  to  the  ACLU,  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  gay  rights  thus  forms  one  aspect 
of  the  larger  question  of  “private” 
institutions  and  their  relation  to  public 
rights.  Claire  Cooper,  editor  of  the 
national  ACLU  newsletter  Civil  Liber¬ 
ties  ,  states  that  “If  the  gay  students’ 
case  is  won,  the  decision  is  likely  to 
have  far-reaching  implications  in  check¬ 
ing  the  power  of  ‘private’  institutions 
to  ignore  civil  liberties.”  As  the  ACLU 
has  pointed  out  in  several  other  cases, 
even  “private”  universities  are  subject 
to  public  law,  since  public  law  and  the 
state  grants  the  privilege  of  a  charter  to 
each  university. 
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EDITORIAL 


On  Tuesday,  Feb.  25,  a  meeting  was 
held  at  the  GCN  office  in  response  to  a 
demand  from  the  gay  community 
regarding  our  placement  of  a  Nazi  ad 
and  the  issue  of  alleged  support  of  the 
Nazi  Party  in  GCN. 

GCN  does  not  endorse  the  Nazi 
Party  or  the  NSL.  GCN  (vol.  2-19a) 
ran  an  article  exposing  the  gay  NSL 
and  the  Nazi  party  as  white  suprema¬ 
cists  dedicated  to  racism,  anti-semitism 
and  sexism.  A  GCN  editorial  (vol. 
2-20)  spoke  out  against  the  Nazi  party 
and  stated  our  repulsion  at  its  ideals. 
Our  position  has  not  changed.  How¬ 
ever,  due  to  confusion  and  a  lack  of  a 
written  policy,  a  NSL  ad  did  get  placed 
in  the  paper.  In  order  to  prevent  this 
from  happening  again,  GCN  has 
formally  established  an  ad  policy 
which  has  unequivocally  rejected  any 
and  all  NSL  and  Nazi  ads. 

Fascination  with  the  residua  of  the 
Nazi  era  is  a  disease  of  the  imagina¬ 
tion.  The  use  of  Nazi  costumes  among 
some  S&M  fetishists  is,  perhaps,  an 
innocent  enhancement  of  kinky  sex. 
The  spreading  of  Nazi  values  — 
specifically  the  extermination  of  Jews,. 
Blacks  and  other  races  of  people  —  is 
loathesome,  an  appeal  to  the  lowest 
impulses  of  a  culture,  particularly  a 
culture  threatened  by  economic  detri¬ 
tus  and  hence  only  too  susceptible  to 
the  scapegoating  of  minorities.  It  is 
hardly  innocent,  and  far  from  gay.

critic,  but  that  does  not  preclude  being 
able  to  tell  good  from  bad.  Unfortu¬ 
nately,  Hustlers  is  the  latter.  Not  only 
is  the  dialogue  atrociously  hollow,  the 
plot  trite,  and  the  set  pitifully  tacky 
(though,  admittedly,  functional),  but 
the  acting,  also,  is  so  emotionless  as  to 
be  nonexistent.  If  the  ‘comedy’  had 
been  billed  as  a  body  show  it  might 
have  had  a  more  respectable  founda¬ 
tion  to  stand  on,  but  the  producer 
hadn’t  the  sense  to  be  honest  and  I,  for 
one,  am  very  disappointed  in  what 
should  be  ‘our  theatre’. 

Just  as  gay  movies  have  begun  to 
develop  as  a  viable  art  form,  so  should 
theatre.  In  theatre,  the  actor  gives  a 
good  performance  by  respecting  him¬ 
self  and  lending  himself  to  the 
materials;  the  sets,  blocking,  manag¬ 
ing,  and  scripts  are  generally  well 
thought  out  and  executed.  Obviously 
this  takes  talent  and  money,  but  both 
seem  nowhere  to  be  found.  We  need 
the  play  to  be  a  reflective,  expressive 
medium  dealing  with  a  positive  way  of 
life,  not  a  shallow  and  ludicrous 
production  such  as  Hustlers  which 
couldn’t  hold  a  candle  to  a  high  school 
production  of  South  Pacific. 

The  main  question  is  which  part  of 
the  phrase  was  more  important  to 
those  involved  with  Hustlers,  ‘erotic’ 
or  ‘comedy’?  The  few  actually  funny 
lines  were  covered  by  incredibly  bad 
delivery  and,  for  me  at  least,  it  was 
hard  to  be  aroused  when  expecting 
theatre  and  finding  nothing  more  than 
prancing  bodies.  (And  for  those  willing 
to  pay  the  price  for  that,  you  won’t

An  Open  Letter  to  Gays  Everywhere, 

1  am  writing  this  because  I  was  raised 
near  Boston,  and  have  lived  most  of 
my  life  in  Massachusetts,  until  I  went 
off  to  college.  At  the  time,  1  was  quite 
unaware  of  the  detractions  of  the  State 
of  Utah,  other  than  the  Mormon 
Church  and  the  rampant  conservatism; 
I  thought  I  could  handle  all  that,  and 
feel  I  did  pretty  well  for  the  four  and  a 
half  years  I’ve  lived  there.  Suddenly, 
my  whole  perspective  has  changed.  I 
can  no  longer  tolerate  the  snide 
remarks,  weird  looks,  hostility,  and 
other  oppression  that  I  had  formerly 
ignored.  About  two  months  ago  (after 
about  five  or  six  years  of  denial)  I 
acknowledged  that  I  am  a  lesbian,  and 
nothing  will  ever  be  quite  the  same. 
What  I  could  take  as  a  straight  person 
is  now  intolerable.  My  sensitivities  and 


consciousness  have  finally  arrived  at  a 
point  of  enlightenment  that  I  wish  I 
had  felt  long  ago.  Coming  out  in  Utah 
is  strange,  to  say  the  least. 

Here  in  Logan,  (which  is  the  home 
of  Utah  State  University,  the  Aggies 
and  Jack  Ford),  there  is  a  sizeable 
lesbian  community,  and  a  few  male 
homosexuals  who  remain  uncounted  as 
the  pressure  here  is  so  great  that  most 
everyone  stays  in  the  closet.  Until  very 
recently,  there  has  been  virtually  no 
attempt  made  at  getting  gays  together. 
Everyone  is  pretty  paranoid  and  the 
group’s  so  diverse,  we  have  no  way  of 
reaching  people,  who  would  rather  be 
in  the  background  and  who  are  more 
likely  to  be  upset  with  any  movement 
to  unify,  or  at  least  contact  other  gays, 
as  they  are  really  closet  cases. 

The  Mormon  Church  is  known  to 
conduct  “witch  hunts”  at  Brigham 
Young  University,  in  order  to  kick  out 
anyone  who  is  a  homosexual,  or 
perhaps  to  “save”  them.  The  psychol¬ 
ogy  department  here  is  mostly  Mor¬ 
mon,  and  there  are  maybe  two 
counselors  who  won’t  try  -to  reform 
someone  who  comes  in  with  an 


“identity  problem”.  I  was  lucky — I  got 
two  pretty  liberal  shrinks  and  then 
started  seeing  a  grad,  student  who  is 
very  much  into  homosexuality  and  is 
mostly  responsible  for  my  coming  out. 
The  views  of  most  of  the  professors 
teaching  psychology  reflect  their  Mor¬ 
mon  values.  We  are  buried  under  this 
air  of  righteousness,  and  it  is  REALLY 
hard  to  fight  it.  Utah  is  so  conservative 
that  the  Equal  Rights  Amendment  is 
regarded  as  a  subversive  move  to 
undermine  the  power  of  the  family  (or 
church). 

1  could  go  on  and  on,  and  will,  some 
other  letter.  We  get  GCN  here,  thanks 
to  friends  back  in  Boston.  I  regret  now 
that  1  am  not  back  home  .  .  .  it’s  been 
almost  two  years  since  I  was  last  home, 
and  if  I  had  known  then  what  I  know 
now  .  .  .  Anyone  have  any  ideas  or 
suggestions?  We’re  pretty  well  shack¬ 
led  for  doing  anything  other  than 
having  small  parties  and  driving  90 
miles  to  the  two  gay  bars  in  Salt  Lake.

Dear  GCN: 

In  his  review  of  Journal  of  Homo¬ 
sexuality  (March  3),  Charles  Bonnell 
celebrates  the  “good  news”  that 
Lesbians  were  found  as  “well-adjust¬ 
ed”  as  straight  women  according  to 
certain  “scientific”  psychological  tests; 
and  Bonnell  would  apparently  let  the 
validity  of  Gay  love  rest  on  such 
results. 

It  seems  to  me,  however,  that  such 
psychological  tests  are  themselves  a 
form  of  oppression:  they  try  to  reduce 
human  passions  and  feelings  into  cold 
numbers  and  labels,  and  make  a 
successful  “adjustment”  to  our  (patri¬ 
archal  and  oppressive)  society  the 
measure  of  personal  validity.  Such 
tests  are  only  one  tool  of  a  psychiatric 
system  which  employs  involuntary 
mental  hospitalization,  inhuman  shock 
“therapies”,  and  psycho-surgery  to 
enforce  social  conformity. 

To  conclude,  I  join  Bonnell  in 
supporting  legitimate  social  and  sexual 
research  on  Gay  people;  but  adjust¬ 
ment-oriented  psychological  tests  must 
be  excluded  as  illegitimate,  even  if 
some  Gay  people  make  “superior” 
scores  on  them.  I  note  that  Bonnell 
himself  mentions  elsewhere  in  the  same 
article  that  the  “medical  model”  of 
psychology  was  the  basis  for  much 
homophobia;  let  us  be  consistent  and 
reject  it  now.

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Philadelphia’s  Gay  Hearings:  1275  Comes  of  Age

PHILADELPHIA  —  While  Massa¬ 
chusetts  is  having  its  problems  with  gay 
rights  legislation,  the  fight  goes  on  in 
other  states,  other  cities.  In  Philadel¬ 
phia,  the  bill  against  discrimination 
against  gays  in  housing,  employment, 
and  public  accommodations,  Bill  1275, 
is  in  grave  danger.  The  city  council 
elections  are  coming  up  and  it  is  the 
city  council  that  decides  this  issue  for 
the  county  that  includes  only  the  great 
city  of  Philadelphia.  Councilpeople 
fear  for  their  seats,  may  be  afraid  to 
affront  their  constituents,  and  those 
that  may  have  voted  in  favor  may  back 
out  at  this  election  time. 

Here  in  Massachusetts  the  hearings 
were  relatively  sane,  even  dull,  with 
well-dressed  professionals,  well-con¬ 
nected  religious  people  speaking  sol¬ 
emnly  in  favor  of  the  oppressed 
minority  that  asks  only  to  be  allowed 
to  work,  live,  have  the  rights  of  all 
Americans.  In  Philadelphia,  the  hear¬ 
ings  were  a  real  zoo  story. 

At  one  point  Philip  Janison  of  Gay 
Students  Temple  turned  and  remarked, 
“They  should  subpoena  Jesus  Christ!” 
He  was  right.  Evangelist  after  evangel¬ 
ist  rose  before  the  city  council  law  and 
government  committee  in  January  to 
bestow  their  condemnation  of  Bill 
1275.  They  cited  numerous  biblical 
passages  and  called  gays  everything 
from  “satan’s  children”  to  “demons 
possessed.”  I  turned  to  Philip:  “Let’s 
hear  it  for  satan!” 

Day  J^Tf&Cthe  hearings  was  like  a 
circus'*  with  entertainment  being  pro¬ 
vided  by  councijjpresident  Schwartz 
and,  of  course,  thf  more  than  fanatical 
religious  opponents  who  kept  repeating 
that  the  “sodomites”  would  surely  go 
to  hell.  Like  Pearl  Jones,  a  “mission¬ 
ary  and  youth  worker”  who  had 
“compassion  upon  them  (homosexu¬

Gays  In 
Communes

BOSTON  —  As  with  many  alterna¬ 
tive  structures  in  our  society,  the  stable 
existence  of  New  Community  Projects 
has  always  been  an  elusive  ideal.  NCP, 
which  is  part  of  Project  Place,  is  a 
work  collective  serving  alternative 
institutions  such  as  communes.  The 
group  serves  as  facilitators  and  as 
a  referral  svstem  for  communes. 

On  Sunday  March  2,  NCP  held  its 
second  workshop  on  gay  and  bisexual 
men  and  women  in  communes.  The 
group  was  divided  and  facilitated  by 
Carol  and  Mide  who  helped  people 
express  their  feelings,  fears  and 
fantasies  about  politics,  support  and 
separatism,  and  sexual  issues.  Basic 
communication  problems  which  may 
arise  when  gay,  bi  and/or  straight 
people  decide  to  live  together  commun¬ 
ally  was  also  a  focus  of  discussion. 

Unfortunately,  two  hours  was  sim¬ 
ply  not  enough  time  to  allow  develop¬ 
ment  and  resolution  of  the  issues 
raised,  but  the  group  of  four  women 
and  eleven  men  felt  that  they  would 
like  to  spend  additional  time  on  these 
and  other  group  living  issues.  Al¬ 
though  NCP  is  not  a  gay  organization, 
there  is  definitely  a  new  climate  which 
is  responsive  to  the  needs  of  gay  people 
who  have  questions  about  or  are 
already  committed  to  group  living.  A 
call  to  262-3740  will  get  you  more 
information. 
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people.”  She  supported  putting  gays  in 
institutions.  Christ  must’ve  turned 
over  in  his  grave. 

The  first  day  of  hearings  wasn’t 
nearly  as  colorful.  Of  course  the 
Catholic  church  showed  up  that  day, 
with  all  its  fancy  rhetoric,  asserting 
that  while  it  supported  the  rights  of  all 
human  beings,  it  couldn’t  support  the 
rights  of  gays;  after  all,  too  many 
moral  questions  were  involved  with  the 
homosexual  issue.  Then,  too,  the 
Firefighters  Union  came  to  protest  on 
behalf  of  the  “paramilitary  organiza¬ 
tion”  which  was  described  as  “klann- 
ish”  and  “a  specialized  family.” 
Pretty  scarey  terms,  heh?  And  the 
police  objected.  Of  course!  Did  we  ever 
expect  different?  If  they’re  threatened 
by  women  on  the  force,  why  should 
they  be  any  less  threatened  by  gays?! 

Also  on  that  first  day,  the  confronta¬ 
tion  between  Schwartz  and  Gay  Raider 
Mark  Segal.  Schwartz  wanted  to  know 
if  Segal  has  sex  with  men.  Segal 
replied:  “I  have  been  having  a 
beautiful  relationship  with  another 
man  for  two  years  now — ”.  Schwartz 
then  asked:  “Do  you  have  oral  and 
anal  sex  with  this  man?”  Segal,  of 
course,  refused  to  answer. 

But  if  the  bible  belters  were  out  in 
force  the  first  day,  they  were  out  in 
even  greater  numbers  the  second.  At 
one  point,  several  members  of  the 
Deliverance  Anglican  Church  rose 
together  to  testify.  Beilis  asked  that 
people  not  repeat  testimony,  yet  the 
bibles  still  opened  and  the  endless  and 
repetitious  tirades  of  Sodom  and 
Gomorrah  and  Adam  and  Eve  and 
“abominations”  filled  the  room

speaks  for  HERself,”  objected  to  the 
council  president’  use  of  the  word.  An 
argument  erupted  between  Fitzgerald 
and  Schwartz  with  Schwartz  repeating 
his  stand  that  there  was  nothing  wrong 
with  using  the  word  “homosexual.” 
Of  course  the  objecting  was  not  over 
the  use  of  the  word  homosexual  but 
“homo.”  Schwartz  was  not  smart 
enough  to  see  that. 

Finally,  disgusted,  some  members  of 
the  gay  community  started  yelling  at 
Schwartz.  Berna  Aronson  of  the 
ACLU  told  Schwartz  gays  were  tired  of 
his  irreverent  and  arrogant  treatment. 
Later  Mark  Segal,  in  a  fit  of  anger, 
yelled:  “The  only  animal  in  this  room 
is  you,  Mr.  Schwartz!” 

Brother  Grant,  a  black  male, 
attacked  the  male  chauvinism  in  the 
black  community  and  likened  the 
blacks  who  opposed  the  Bill  to  the 
“white  racist  ministers  (who,  years 
before,  had)  preached  the  same  ideas 
about  blacks.”  He  cited  several  cases 
of  discrimination,  among  which  were 
the  cases  of  a  Boston  policeman  fired 
because  he  was  seen  with  an  openly  gay 
person;  and  of  a  teacher  at  West 
Catholic  who  was  fired  because  of 
rumors.  Fitzgerald  said  the  Bill  would 
also  protect  non-gays  like  the  Boston 
policeman  who  could  be  fired  through 
association  with  a  gay  person. 

Jesse  Ford  from  the  Philadelphia 
Committee  for  a  Lesbian  Center, 
called  the  hearings  “absurd.”  She  said 
that  1275  was  a  “civil  rights  issue” 
which  had  “nothing  to  do  with 
paranoia,  morality  or  social  sanction.” 
On  lesbianism,  she  asserted  that  she 
“never  knew  one  woman  raped  or 
brutalized  by  another  woman.” 

Ann  Brookley  represented  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Social  Services  Union,  a 
10,000  member  organization,  which 
voted  unanimously  to  support  1275. 
Following  her  testimony,  Schwartz 
raised  the  question  of  the  Youth  Study 
Center.”  Should  there  be  tests  to 


determine  if  an  applicant  has  latent 
homosexual  tendencies  before  being 
hired  at  the  Center?  he  asked  her.  She 
answered  that  tests  should  be  given  to 
determine  if  anyone  of  any  orientation 
would  force  their  lifestyle  upon  the 
minors  at  the  center,  not  just  homosex¬ 
uals.  She  further  felt  the  Center  should 
be  “closed  down,  and  started  over.” 

All  in  all  it  was  a  lively  day.  The 
C.D.  (civil  disobedience)  were  called  in 
shortly  before  lunch  because  of  the 
fear  of  trouble.  The  attitude  of 
Schwartz  and,  to  a  lesser  degree,  Beilis 
can  only  be  described  as  obnoxious  and 
anti-gay.  Schwartz  took  every  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  discredit  pro- 1275  speakers 
and  to  twist  arguments  about  in  an 
effort  to  make  people  contradict 
themselves. He  wanted  to  make  a  circus 
out  of  a  serious  matter.  Unfortunately, 
at  points,  he  succeeded.  His  snide 
remarks  and  impatience  with  people 
who  did  not  cooperate  with  his 
attempts  to  humiliate  them  make  him 
contemptible. 

I  fear  for  Bill  1275,  knowing  it  is  in 
the  hands  of  such  people.  I’m  afraid 
that  like  all  politicians  these  two 
especially  are  concerned  NOT  with  the 
fact  that  gays  are  being  discriminated 
against,  NOT  with  the  fact  that  every 
day  gays  suffer  more  at  the  hands  of 
needless  bigotry,  NOT  with  the  fact 
that  gays  have  no  real  legal  recourse  to 
fight  discrimination,  BUT  with  the  fact 
that  voting  for  this  legislation  may  lose 
them  votes  in  the  upcoming  elections. 
Concern  over  constituency  come  be¬ 
fore  the  rights  of  human  beings!  Christ 
is  indeed  turning  over  in  his  grave!

(La$t|tiimei  Margo  told  us  that  Lesbians 
and  transsexuals  do  not  understnd  each 
other.  This  week  she  explains  some  of 
the  reasons  and  opts  for  a  better 
relationship  between  native  and  trans¬ 
sexual  Lesbians.)

MISINFORMATION 
ABOUT  TRANSSEXUALISM 

To  some  Lesbians,  transsexuals  are 
essentially  men  who  enjoy  donning 
dresses,  going  out  on  the  street  for  five 
minutes,  and  then  claiming  the  honor 
of  being  women.  Of  course,  it  is 
argued,  such  men  have  no  business 
equating  themselves  with  women  who 
have  suffered  from  male  oppression 
their  entire  lives. 

And  I  agree  that  men  of  this  type  do 
not  have  a  place  in  the  women’s  or  the 
Lesbian  movement.  But  I  add  that  men 
of  this  type,  whatever  they  are,  are  not 
transsexuals. 

Male-to-female  transsexuals  are  es¬ 
sentially  people  who,  although  born 
with  male  genitals,  feel  themselves 
from  a  very  early  age  to  be  female.  In 
my  own  case  the  feeling  began  around 
4  or  5;  sometimes  it  begins  even  earlier. 

When  I  would  play  with  my  female 
cousins,  we  would  sometimes  be  very 
vigorous  and  “masculine”  together; 
but  I  wanted  to  be  female  like  them. 

In  early  adolescence  I  began  to 
develop  breasts  and  mixed  secondary 
sex  characteristics;  I  took  pride  in 
having  to  wear  a  T-shirt  in  the 
swimming  pool.  Later  on,  medical  tests 
revealed  some  degree  of  female 
development,  perhaps  due  to  yet 
unknown  enzyme  processes  governing 
the  use  of  sex  hormones. 

At  a  boarding  school  I  fell  in  love  at 
the  age  of  17  with  my  chemistry  teacher; 
she  was  one  of  the  few  people  there 
who  did  not  denounce  me  as  a  coward 
and  communist  for  my  pacifism  and 
opposition  to  the  Vietnam  war.  People 
commented  that  I  wanted  to  be  like 
her,  and  it  was  true.  It  was  essentially  a 
Lesbian  passion. 

During  the  end  of  my  junior  year  in 
college,  I  read  some  Lesbian  literature 
and  I  discovered  that  this  was  what  I 
was  and  what  I  wanted  to  be.  By 
November  of  1971,  1  declared  myself  a 
“cross-gender  Lesbian.”  In  September 
of  1972  my  medical  treatment  began; 
just  one  year  later,  I  legally  changed 
my  name  and  began  living  full-time  as 
female. 

In  presenting  my  own  experience  of 
what  transsexualism  is,  I  want  to  stress: 
(1)  That  transsexualism  is  a  lifelong 
situation  from  early  childhood,  not 
something  that  happens  for  five 
minutes;  (2)  that  total  gender  identity  is 
the  issue,  not  sex  roles  or  sexual 
preference;  and  (3)  that  society  oppres¬ 
ses  transsexuals  in  the  same  way  it 
oppresses  native  women,  through 
psychiatry,  through  social  ridicule,  and 
through  physical  intimidation. 

The  last  thing  in  the  world  I  want  to 
do  is  to  play  the  game  of  “more 
oppressed  than  thou”  with  native 
women,  either  Lesbian  or  straight.  My 
point  is  that  both  male-to-female  trans¬ 
sexuals  and  native  women  suffer  a 
similar  degree  of  oppression. 

An  understanding  of  transsexualism 
as  a  deep  and  life-long  identity  crisis 
concerning  one’s  most  basic  gender 
identity  will  distinguish  it  from  the 
kinds  of  impersonations  which  Lesbi¬ 
ans  reject,  and  reject  rightly,  as  a  basis 
of  female  identity.  Once  this  distinc¬ 
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tion  is  made,  much  of  the  ground  for 
anti-transsexualism  will  suddenly 
vanish. 

OVERLY  NARROW 
CONCEPTS  OF  LESBIANISM 

Within  the  Lesbian  movement,  there 
is  a  current  of  thought  which  holds  that 
male-to-female  transsexuals  may  be  ac¬ 
ceptable  after  genital  surgery  but  not 
before,  even  if  they  are  living  and 
working  full-time  as  women,  and  are 
naturally  accepted  as  Lesbians  by  all 
those  who  do  not  know  of  their  trans¬ 
sexualism. 

It  is  argued  that  no  one  without 
female  genitals,  no  one  who  cannot 
engage  in  female  genital  sexuality,  can 
be  called  a  Lesbian. 

However,  the  operation  does  not 
make  one  a  woman.  The  crucial 
turning  point  is  changing  socially  from 
a  man  to  a  woman.  Many  transsexuals 
spend  years  living  as  a  woman  befor 
they  have  the  operation.  And  about  the 
operation;  there  are  few  hospitals 
offering  the  surgery;  there  are  all  sorts 
of  complicated  screening  and  rules; 
there  are  many  practitioners  doing  the 
operation  in  the  shortest  amount  of 
time  for  the  highest  possible  fee.  The 
surgeons  are  almost  all  male  with  a 
male-oriented  view  of  female  sexuality. 
The  emphasis  in  reconstructive  surgery 
is  entirely  on  the  vagina,  with  little 


concern  about  constructing  a  sensitive 
clitoris.  In  other  words,  at  this  time, 
surgeons  are  doing  transsexual  surgery 
according  to  male  and  heterosexual 
ideas  of  what  a  female  body  should  be. 

In  these  circumstance,  for  financial 
and  feminist  reasons,  I  am  taking  a 
careful  approach  to  surgery,  and,  in 
the  meantime,  celebrating  my  Lesbian¬ 
ism  in  non-genital  ways. 

Now  we  come  to  the  great  question: 
What  is  Lesbianism?  From  a  patriarch¬ 
al  point  of  view,  it  is  a  genital 
relationship  between  two  women.  But 
should  we,  as  radical  Lesbians,  accept 
this  as  the  total  scope  of  Lesbianism? 

From  my  own  knowledge  of  Lesbian 
literature,  I  find  a  constant  stress  on 
love,  affection,  commitment,  and 
empathy  between  women;  also,  I  find  a 
constant  opposition  to  the  male 
obsession  with  centralized  genital 
sexuality.  In  other  words,  Lesbianism 
is  not  exclusively  to  be  defined  as 


genital  sexuality  between  women  (al¬ 
though  this  is  one  beautiful  Lesbian  ex¬ 
pression),  but  rather  as  love  between 
women,  no  matter  ho  w  it  is  expressed. 

Lesbianism,  or  love  between  women, 
may  be  celebrated  in  different  wys  in 
different  relationships  and  at  different 
times.  Without  trying  to  exhaust  or 
pigeonhole  all  the  possibilities,  I  would 
see  at  least  three  levels  of  Lesbian 
expression:  (1)  Genital  sexuality;  (2) 
nongenital  but  physical  lovemaking 
and  affection;  and  (3)  nonphysical 
lovemaking  such  as  emotional,  artistic, 
and  psychic  empathy  and  sharing. 
None  of  these  levels  is  higher  or  lower, 
more  or  less  pure  or  radical,  than  the 
other  levels;  and  many  relationships 
may  involve  two  or  even  all  three  of 
them. 

For  me,  Lesbianism  means  caring 
about  another  woman,  sharing  exper¬ 
iences  with  her,  loving  her  as  I  love 
myself.  It  means  that  rather  than 
endlessly  analyze,  judge,  or  even 
applaud  her  past,  I  will  reach  out  to  her 
wherever  she  may  be  now,  even  if  that 
place  is  beyond  all  known  landmarks, 
just  so  that  I  may  give  her  a  big  hug. 

What  form  that  hug  takes,  exactly 
how  we  embrace,  is  not  that  important; 
our  love  and  sharing  are  all-important. 

While  saying  all  this,  I  realize  that 
the  genital  focus  of  many  Lesbians  is 
understandable.  Patriarchal  thought, 


to  which  everyone  has  been  exposed, 
offers  only  the  extremes  of  totally 
centralized  and  “phallic”  sexuality  for 
the  male,  and  totally  passive  and  non- 
phallic  (i.e.  nonclitoral)  sexuality  for 
the  female.  The  stress  on  strength  and 
freedom  of  female  sexuality  at  the 
genital  level  is  a  response  to  the 
patriarchal  myth  of  female  diffuseness. 

However,  the  solution  is  not  to 
switch  from  one  exclusive  extreme 
(only  nongenital  love  between  women) 
to  the  other  equally  exclusive  extreme 
(only  genital  love).  Rather  the  solution 
is  to  celebrate  Lesbian  love  no  matter 
what  form  it  takes,  and  to  affirm  all 
levels  of  expression  as  equally  valid. 

Turning  back  to  the  three  categories 
of  expression  (see  above),  we  find  that 
there  is  no  reason  why  the  preoperative 
transsexual  cannot  take  part  in  levels 
(2)  and  (3),  which  include  both  physical 
and  non-physical  lovemaking  except 
for  genital  sexuality.  Therefore  such  a 


person  can  be  Lesbian,  and  should  be 
admitted  to  Lesbian  organizations  and 
activities  without  discrimination. 

MISGUIDED  NOTIONS 
OF  POLARIZATION 

Another  anti-transsexual  argument 
goes  something  like  this.  At  the  present 
moment  in  history,  the  essential  sexual 
conflict  is  women  vs.  men.  A  success¬ 
ful  feminist  movement  (and  the 
Lesbian  movement  in  particular)  must 
polarize  these  two  categories,  and  draw 
together  all  women.  Androgyny  will  be 
fine  after  the  revolution,  but  right  now 
to  admit  transsexuals  into  the  move¬ 
ment  (who  are  androgynous  people) 
would  only  confuse  the  main  issue. 

To  this  argument  there  are  three 
replies:the  first  is  moral,  the  second  is 
social  and  political,  and  the  third  is 
profoundly  ideological. 

First  of  all,  as  was  discussed  in  the 
last  installment,  radical  people  have 
often  labored  under  the  illusion  that 
they  can  be  free  vyhile  others  are  still 
slaves,  and  that  the  true  test  of 
revolutionary  virtue  is  the  willingness 
to  trample  over  people  who  do  not  fit 
one’s  neat  little  scheme  of  history. 

At  present,  there  are  perhaps  10,000 
transsexuals  in  the  United  States  (or 
about  .005%  of  the  population).  Such 
a  small  and  repressed  minority  can 


hardly  win  its  own  liberation  alone. 
The  idea  of  ignoring  or  even  crushing 
such  a  group  of  sexually  oppressed 
people  in  the  name  of  a  feminist 
revolution  shows  the  kind  of  patriar¬ 
chal  ruthlessness  which  male  chauvin¬ 
ists  confuse  with  strength  and  commit¬ 
ment. 

Secondly,  such  an  argument  neglects 
the  fact  that  male-to-female  transsexu¬ 
als  are  women  if  they  are  living  as  such, 
from  the  social  and  political  as  well  as 
the  personal  angle.  When  I  fill  out  a 
job  application  or  census  form,  I  put 
myself  down  as  female,  not  as 
transsexual.  I  face  the  same  discrimin¬ 
ation,  harassment,  and  physical  intimi¬ 
dation  as  other  women. 

In  short,  on  the  level  of  cold  political 
strategy,  absorbing  perhaps  10,000 
transsexuals  (more  likely  10%  of  this, 
since  most  are  not  Lesbian)  into  a 
Lesbian  movement  of  millions  can  do 
little  harm,  and  only  serves  to  unite  all 
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women  in  a  common  struggle.  On  the 
other  hand,  trying  to  exclude  transsex¬ 
uals  from  the  movement  does  a  great 
deal  of  harm,  by  dividing  apart  those 
people  who  are  objectively  treated  as 
women  by  society,  and  by  fostering  an 
atmosphere  of  suspicion  and  paranoia 
in  the  Lesbian  movement  (there  might 
be  a  transsexual  under  your  bed,  or 
even  in  it!). 

Finally,  the  narrow  concept  of 
polarization  stated  above  perpetuates 
male  definitions  of  sex  and  gender. 

About  four  years  ago,  there  was  a 
demonstration  in  Los  Angeles  against 
sexism,  in  which  a  woman  was 
arrested.  At  the  police  station,  she  was 
examined,  and  was  found  to  have 
mainly  female  genitals  (she  even 
menstruated),  but  also  a  stump  of 
penile  tissue.  She  was  ruled  a  male,  and 
thrown  into  a  prison  cell  where  she  was 
raped  and  beaten. 

Last  year,  one  Lesbian  wrote  that 
the  crucial  polarization  is  between 
“penises  and  vaginas”;  from  a  femin¬ 
ist  point  of  view,  I  would  at  least  have 
mentioned  clitorises.  But  regardless, 
such  a  definition  of  polarization  would 
put  Lesbians  on  the  same  side  as  the 
police,  and  would  require  that  they 
ignore  the  torture  of  this  woman  who  is 
their  sister.  As  a  radical  Lesbian,  I  say 
that  true  polarization  means  lining  up 
in  support  of  this  woman,  and  against 
the  ideology  which  permitted  her  rape 
and  beating. 

CLINGING  TO 

PATRIARCHAL  DEFINITIONS 

As  we  have  seen,  it  is  easy  in  a  new 
situation  to  cling  to  old  sexist 
definitions.  Lesbians  sometimes  ding¬ 
ed  to  the  heterosexual  roles  of  the 
butch/femme  trip;  transsexuals  still 
often  cling  to  the  male  definition  of 
being  a  woman  enacted  in  the  femme 
trip.  There  is  a  danger  now  that  the 
Lesbian  feminist  movement  will  cling 
to  sexist  definitions  of  femaleness  and 
maleness  in  dealing  with  transsexuals. 

The  sexist  definition  may  be  summed 
up  by  these  three  rules:  (1)  All  people 
can  be  classified  physically  as  either 
male  or  female;  (2)  all  people  have 
gender  identities  which  match  their 
physical  sexes;  and  (3)  it  is  impossible 
for  a  person  to  change  sex. 

Elsewhere  I  have  referred  to  this 
complex  of  attitudes  as  two-genderism, 
a  form  of  oppression  which  belongs 
beside  male  chauvinism  and  heterosex¬ 
ual  chauvinism  in  the  overall  category 
of  sexism.  When  Lesbians  and  other 
feminists  treat  transsexuals  in  a 
simplistic  way  (e.g.  ‘‘no  one  born  a 
man  can  really  be  a  woman”),  they  are 
clinging  to  these  patriarchal  defini¬ 
tions.  After  dealing  with  each  of  the 
three  rules  as  false  and  oppressive,  I 
will  turn  to  the  question  of  why  radical 
native  women  should  cling  to  them. 

First  of  all,  not  everyone  is  so  clearly 
female  or  male,  even  on  a  purely 
physical  level.  True  hermaphroditism, 
pseudo-hermaphroditism  and  intersex¬ 
uality  are  all  realities. 

Given  these  realities,  it  is  indeed 
pitiable  that  a  certain  feminist  should 
define  the  scope  of  the  movement  as 
including  “women  who  have  lived  their 
entire  lives  as  women  in  women’s 
bodies.”  What  is  a  woman’s  body  in 
the  first  place?  Where  is  the  line 
drawn?  Why  should  it  be  drawn  at  all, 
except  by  patriarchs  who  are  out  to 
defend  two-genderism? 


In  fact,  Lesbians  knew  better  as 
early  as  the  18th  century.  In  Paris  of 
the  revolutionary  age,  there  was  a 
group  called  the  Anandrous  Society  (to 
give  the  title  in  English) — literally  the 
maleless  society — which  consisted  of 
Lesbians.  A  very  active  member  was  a 
true  hermaphrodite. 

Also,  to  confront  the  second  rule, 
physical  sex  does  not  necessarily 
determine  gender  identity.  For  exam¬ 
ple,  in  one  study  a  number  of  children 
were  born  with  pseudo-hermaphrodi¬ 
tism;  they  were  all  gonadally  female, 
but  with  masculinization  of  the 
external  genitals.  Some  were  raised  as 
female;  others  as  male.  It  was  found 
that  most  of  these  children  became  the 
gender  they  were  assigned  to  either 
way;  but  for  some  reason  a  few 
developed  the  opposite  identity. 

Finally,  people  do  change  physical 
sex  and  social  identity,  in  order  to  live 
in  accordance  with  their  inner  sense  of 
self.  Radicals  who  stress  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  feelings  and  inner  needs  in 
feminism,  and  who  seek  revolutionary 
change,  should  not  be  intimidated  by 
the  fact  that  some  people  classified  at 
birth  as  male  live  as  women,  and  vice 
versa. 

Tragically,  there  is  a  shameful 
ignorance  about  intersexuality  and 
hermaphroditism,  as  well  as  transsexu¬ 
alism,  within  the  Lesbian  and  feminist 
movements.  We  know  now  that 
masturbation  does  not  cause  sterility  or 
pimples,  that  rhythm  is  not  an  effective 
birth  control  method,  that  Gay  people 
are  not  generally  perverts  who  molest 
children  on  the  streets;  we  should  also' 
know  that  people  cannot  be  absolutely 
and  eternally  pigeonholed  as  female  or 
male. 

Sheer  inertia,  or  the  tendency  to 
cling  to  familiar  rules  for  the  sake  of 
mere  familiarity,  can  explain  some  of 
the  anti-transsexualism  in  the  Lesbian 
movement.  However,  it  does  not 
explain  why  transsexuals  should  meet 
more  rejection  from  radical  feminists 
than  from  many  liberal  straight  people. 

In  my  experience,  and  I  say  this  with 
regret,  most  of  the  people  who  have 
been  down  on  me  have  been  radical 
Lesbians  and  feminists  rather  than 
liberals.  For  example,  at  the  time  of  my 
social  change  I  was  a  graduate  student 
at  a  certain  Jesuit  institution;  and  this 
university  changed  my  records  without 
any  hassle.  The  people  in  charge  were 
not  only  tolerant  but  even  helpful. 

Now  living  as  a  woman,  I  naturally 
went  over  to  join  the  campus  Women’s 
Center.  Several  of  the  members  knew 
about  my  transsexualism,  and  they 
encouraged  me  to  help  out.  I  continued 
for  five  months  without  problems. 

Then  three  of  the  members  called  me 
to  meet  with  them  and  they  declared 
that  they  were  just  not  “comfortable” 
with  me  because  of  my  transsexualism. 
Further,  they  argued  that  I  could  not 
really  be  a  good  staff  person,  because  I 
did  not  have  first  person  experience 
with  birth  control  and  abortion!  Of 
course,  neither  would  any  exclusively 
Lesbian  woman.  If  they  had  wished  to 
participate  in  some  kind  of  open 
discussion  with  me  as  a  transsexual  and 
as  their  sister  in  order  to  deal  with  their 
honest  discomfort,  I  would  have  been 
glad  to  oblige.  But  instead,  they  were 
openly  using  the  discomfort  as  an 
excuse  to  banish  me  rather  than  to 
banish  (with  or  without  my  help)  their 


anti-transsexual  prejudices. 

In  traditional  patriarchal  terms, 
women  are  defined  both:  (1)  By  being 
born  with  female  genitals;  and  (2)  by 
complying  with  “feminine”  sex  roles 
in  general,  and  sexual  preference  for 
men  rather  than  other  women  in 
particular. 

Radical  Lesbianism  and  feminism 
have  challenged  the  second  patriarchal 
definition  of  womanhood:  women 
have  dared  to  be  aggressive,  to  break 
with  all  the  fetters  of  “femininity,” 
and  to  love  other  women. 

However,  breaking  with  old  rules 
always  leads  to  insecurity.  The  ques¬ 
tion  arose:  “If  we  no  longer  follow  the 
traditional  roles,  then  what  actually 
makes  us  women?”  The  truly  radical 
answer  would  be:  “We  are  women 
because  we  have  female  gender  identi¬ 
ties,  regardless  of  either  our  genitals  or 
our  adherence  or  nonadherence  to  sex 
roles;  in  short,  we  are  women  because 
we  feel  ourselves  to  be  women  in  our 
own  terms.”  Quite  naturally,  this 
answer  would  lead  to  the  embracing  of 
transsexuals  as  sisters. 

But  for  many  native  feminists, 
feeling  was  too  ambiguous  and  tenuous 
a  peg  on  which  to  hang  a  thing  as 
important  as  their  femaleness.  And  so 
they  turned  to  the  security  blanket  of 
the  sexist  rule:  “We  are  female  because 
we  were  born  with  female  genitals, 
regardless  of  our  adherence  or  nonad¬ 
herence  to  sex  roles;  and  the  devil  take 
anyone  who  merely  feels  female 
without  the  proper  native  physiological 
credentials.” 

Having  saved  themselves  from  their 
own  insecurities,  they  went  one  further 
by  agreeing  to  ignore  gender  identity 
out  of  existence  as  a  separate  dimen¬ 
sion  of  human  conflict.  As  people  who 
had  never  experienced  the  pain  of 
being  intersexuals  or  transsexuals,  or 
having  their  own  total  gender  identity 
in  doubt,  they  found  that  this  ignoring 
was  not  a  difficult  feat. 

Now  they  could  not  only  avoid 
dealing  with  two-genderism,  but  could 
actually  charge  transsexuals  with  trying 
to  reintroduce  sex  roles.  After  all,  by 
revived  patriarchal  logic,  all  people  are 
from  birth  either  one  sex  or  the  other 
as  an  absolute  given;  so  why  would 
anyone  want  to  change  sex?  It  must 
mean  that  the  transsexual  is  hung  up 


about  roles-,  transsexuals  are  just  men 
who  like  “feminine”  roles,  and  so  try 
to  become  women  so  they  can  fit  into 
society. 

As  I  have  explained  from  my  own 
life,  this  is  a  totally  distorted  view  of 
transsexualsim.  But  it  is  a  reassuring 
one  for  a  feminist  who  wants  to  move 
toward  a  non-sexist  society  but  cannot 
quite  handle  the  insecurity  which  it 
involves. 

In  the  short  run,  finding  comfort  in 
the  two-genderism  of  Big  Brother,  and 
holding  company  with  the  patriarchs  in 
ignoring  the  plight  of  those  who  are 
intersexual  or  transsexual,  is  the  easy 
way  out  for  native  women.  But  in  the 
long  run,  only  confronting  two-gen¬ 
derism  can  lead  to  a  genuinely 
androgynous  society.  It  is  difficult  to 
move  toward  the  ideal  of  a  borderless 
world  while  taking  a  callous  attitude 
toward  displaced  persons  in  the 
meantime. 

CONCLUSION  ON  LESBIAN 
ANTI-TRANSSEXUALISM 

Although  there  are  some  differences 
between  the  reasons  for  transsexual 
sexism  and  the  reasons  for  Lesbian 
anti-transsexualism,  in  both  cases  an 
incomplete  concept  of  sexual  libera¬ 
tions  seems  largely  at  fault  as  a  source 
of  conflict. 

As  a  transsexual,  I  stressed  that 
transsexuals  should  be  totally  direct 
and  unapologetic  in  challenging  sexism 
among  transsexuals.  As  a  Lesbian,  I 
now  emphasize  that  we,  as  Lesbians, 
must  challenge  anti-transsexualism  in 
our  midst.  The  sisterhood  of  all 
transsexuals,  and  of  all  Lesbians,  does 
not  and  must  not  deter  me  (or  anyone 
else)  from  challenging  sexist  attitudes 
whenever  and  wherever  they  occur  in 
either  of  the  overlapping  communities. 

Challenging  these  attitudes  and 
assumptions  is  a  long  and  hard 
process.  But  only  by  such  challenging 
can  Lesbians  and  transsexuals  liberate 
their  own  feelings  and  lives  from  the 
ball  and  chain  of  patriarchy.  Only  by 
such  challenging  can  Lesbians  and 
transsexuals  (including  Lesbians  who 
are  transsexual)  join  as  sisters  to  resist 
sexism  rather  than  fight  each  other  and 
aid  sexism.  Only  by  such  challenging 
can  Lesbians  and  transsexuals  become 
part  of  the  total  movement  for  human 
liberation. 
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(K.  returns  to  GCN  with  a  new  episode 
in  the  life.  Don’t  be  fooled:  the  “he”  is 
thesame  “I”  we  met  in  the  locker  room 
and  at  the  orgy.) 

Mad  with  nakedness.  Alone  in  the 
house  for  the  evening,  he  sat  there, 
dumbly,  feeling  something.  His  sudden 
freedom  struck  him.  Cautiously,  he 
unbuttoned  his  shirt,  his  eyes  darting 
around  the  room  to  assure  himself  no 
other  eyes  were  watching.  The  shirt  fell 
lo  the  floor  and  the  frail  chest  of  a  fifth 
grader  expanded.  He  wriggled  out  of 
his  pants  in  a  flurry  of  excitement, 
struggling  to  get  them  past  the  shoes  he 
had  neglected  to  remove.  He  stood 
there,  his  miniature  penis  at  attention. 

What  now?  He  was  free.  The  lie  of 
his  clothes  had  been  removed.  But  he 
knew  nothing  of  his  body:  masturba¬ 
tion  was  not  even  a  word  to  him.  The 
penis  stood  there,  primitive,  powerful 
urges  whispering  unknown  thoughts  in 
its  ear,  in  a  language  it  did  not 
understand.  But  the  boy  knew  some¬ 
thing  was  to  be  done.  He  grabbed  a 
piece  of  paper  and  thrust  the  penis  into 
it,  creating  a  hole.  He  stood  there,  the 
paper  framing  his  thing  like  a  mounted 
head.  The  penis  looked  around  the 


room  for  something  with  which  to  fjll 
this  infant  passion.  It  looked  in  the 
mirror,  eyelessly  staring  at  its  crooked 
grin.  It  looked  up  at  the  boy.  His  face 
was  already  distracted  by  the  televis¬ 
ion  screen.  Having  sex  with  a  piece  of 
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looseleaf  notebook  paper  had  failed  to 
whet  his  appetite.  A  small  explosion 
had  occurred  —  and  settled  down 
again.  The  urge  had  passed,  not  a  birth 
but  a  pang.  Two  years  passed. 

• 

The  relationship  between  the  boy 

and  penis  intensified.  He  stroked  it  like 
a  lover.  The  boy’s  cosmos  centered  on 
the  feeling.  He  manipulated  it  to  the 
precipice  of  the  feeling,  teased  it  there 


without  going  over,  let  it  rest  and' then 
teased  it  back  again,  until  finally,  quite 
by  accident,  he  went  over.  It  was  like 
standing  at  the  edge  of  a  swimming 
pool.  One  might  jump  now  or  not  but 
each  time  one  aborted  the  leap  in  an 
attempt  to  prolong  the  anticipation, 
until  finally,  without  thinking,  one 
deliberately  stopped  the  forward  mo¬ 
tion  too  late,  abandoning  oneself  to  the 
inevitable.  In  the  act  of  falling,  before 
hitting  the  freezing  water,  one  regret¬ 
ted  that  one  had  chosen  that  moment 
as  opposed  to  the  next  or  the  next,  and 
then,  plunging  in,  all  thoughts  were 
washed  away  as  the  body  was 
paralyzed,  the  skin  an  envelope  of 
sensations  as  if  a  million  tiny  cool  pins 
were  pricking  it,  only  with  a  burning 
heat. 

• 

In  this  game  of  tease  oneself  he 
found  a  kind  of  self-sufficiency.  He 
had  a  sex  partner  who  responded  — 
himself.  Lonely  evenings  became  jour¬ 
neys  into  the  body.  At  first  he  dared  to 
it  only  when  his  parents  were  away, 
measuring  out  his  masturbations  with 
loving  care.  At  8:00  it  was  Car  54  or 
Candid  Camera,  at  9:00  he  would  dunk 
cookies  in  milk,  at  9:20  he  would 


masturbate,  then  more  cookies. 

But  soon  he  abandoned  himself  to  it. 
In  bed,  on  toilet,  in  bathtub  with 
squirmy  bubble  soap.  His  mother 
knocked  on  the  bathroom  door  once, 
twice,  three  times. 

“What  do  you  do  in  there  so  long?” 

“Huh?” 

(one  hour  later)  “Time  for  dinner.” 

“Huh?” 

“Honey,  will  you  tell  that  boy  to  get 
out  of  the  bathroom.  His  liver  is  cold.” 

Liver!  No,  the  boy  never  portnoyed 
his  way  into  the  family  freezer  to  have 
sex  with  the  family  cuisine.  Years  later 
he  tried  a  grinning  halloween  pumpkin 
for  kicks  but  that’s  another  tale. 
Mostly  he  just  had  fun,  the  only  fun  he 
ever  really  had.  He  never  fantasized 
since  it  never  occurred  to  him  that 
others  might  get  in  on  the  act.  That  is 
until  one  day  a  stray  thought,  innocent 
in  appearance,  exploded  10,000  mega¬ 
tons  of  implication,  ripping  his  simple 
world  apart.  In  one  thought:  “Brian,” 
he  discovered  the  secret  he  had  kept 
from  himself.  In  the  passage  of  a  few 
seconds  that  it  takes  for  one  thought  to 
mature,  the  once  silent  walls  of  the 
bathroom  whispered,  “Hey  you,  yes, 
you.  You’re  queer.”

As 
chance  would  have  it,  while  making  the 
survey  I  actually  spoke  to  a  real  live 
Gay  person  on  the  other  end  of  the 
line!

I  subsequently  met  the 
Gay  “receiver”  (Wasn’t  that  a  film?) 
at  a  party.  He  told  me  of  the  rampant 
homophobia  on  the  Natick  hotline, 
and  he  then  told  you  all  about  it  in  his 
letter  (GCN,  Feb.  22,  1975,  p.  4).  So, 
dear  readers,  please  pardon  the  omelet 
on  my  face,  and  use  the  hotline  guide 
accordingly. 

Time  for  the  GCN-doth-make-some- 
of-us-look-foolish  department:  A 
photo  used  to  illustrate  my  companion 
article  on  the  HCHS  hotline  (op.  cit . , 
p.  9)  kind  of  slipped  over  into  the 
hotline  guide  on  page  10.  (Well,  we 
can’t  be  perfect!)  This  was  a  close-up 
profile  of  the  HCHS  hotline  director 
speaking  into  the  receiver  .  .  .  turned 
ninety  degrees  and  thus  seemingly 
supine.  (Well,  do  we  have  to  be  that 
imperfect!)  Reactions  from  him:  “I 
won’t  take  this  lying  down!”;  “Every¬ 


one  will  think  I’m  talking  to  a 
masturbator.”  OK  GCN,  shape-up! 
Get  it  straight!  (oops!)  ...  Oh  hell, 
you  know  what  I  mean.  I  love  you 
anyway,  even  if  you  do  do  layed-out 
layouts  while  standing  on  your  pointy 
little  heads. 

Back  to  the  hotline  guide:  When 
making  the  survey  calls  I  invited  all  the 
“listeners”  to  have  their  directors 
contact  HCHS  forspeakersor  resource 
material  to  help  them  better  serve  Gay 
callers.  So  far  only  the  Cambridge 
hotline  has  contacted  HCHS  to  request 
speakers.  Perhaps  the  messages  to  the 
others  didn’t  get  through  to  anyone  in 
a  position  to  act  on  them.  Perhaps  they 
just  didn’t  care.  (Is  that  some  kind  of 
“don’t-call-us,-we’ll-call-you”  atti¬ 
tude  from  a  hotline?)  Nonetheless, 
each  contact  (except  the  one  in  Boston 
and  the  one  in  Lynn)  will  be  followed- 
up  with  an  information  packet,  which 
will  include  the  hotline  guide.  Stay 
tuned  to  GCN  for  further  develop¬ 
ments.  And  remember,  you  read  it  here 
first!  (So  where  else  would  you  read 
it?) 


DISAPPOINTINGLY  IRRELEVANT

Scenes  from  a  Marriage ?  To  call  it  that 
would  be  to  give  it  a  lot  more  credit 
than  it  deserves,  for  the  play’s  basic 
premise  sounds  a  lot  better  on  paper 
than  it  appears  onstage.  The  play  does 
have  very  funny  moments  throughout, 
and  hints  of  parody  are  well-placed. 
Like  Bergman’s  film,  it  is  episodic  and 
covers  a  span  of  over  20  years.  By 
naming  the  characters  Doris  and 
George  is  the  author  attempting  to 
suggest  a  ridiculous  hybrid  of  The  Owl 
and  the  Pussycat  and  Who’s  Afraid  of 
Virginia  Woolf?

ABC  Special 

Suffers  from  Frost

Today’s  media  battles  to  cover 
minority  concerns.  As  a  gay  person,  I 
hope  that  innovative  interviewing  and 
perceptive  reporting  will  be  used  in 
television  shows  that  deal  with  gay 
concerns.  1  cannot  thank  ABC  for  its 
Wide  World  of  Entertainment  Special 
on  “Homosexuality,  Out  of  the 
Shadows.”  I  felt  that  the  show 
suffered  because  of  David  Frost’s 
uninvolved  and  superficial  style. 

The  talk  show  interview  usually 
deals  with  specific,  noteworthy  figures 
in  entertainment,  politics,  and/or 
crime  or  the  special  breed  of  au¬ 
thor-book  vendor;  all  these  people 
have  one  or  two  specific  things  to  talk 
about.  I  feel  that  this  style  of  show 
cannot  deal  with  the  great  variety  of 
interests  and  lifestyles  of  the  gay 
community.  The  Thursday  late  night 
show  seemed  to  be  saying:  “And  here 
they  are,  all  gay  people.” 

Actually,  only  moderate  people  were 
interviewed  reflecting  a  bias  against  the 
radical  social  and  political  positions  in 
the  gay  community. 

Mr.  Frost  showed  an  obvious  lack  of 
depth  in  dealing  with  both  Dr.  Evelyn 
Hooker,  a  noted  investigator  involved 
in  important  psychological  research, 
and  Vito  Russo,  a  writer  and  film 
commentator.  He  did  not  get  them  to 
reveal  the  important  information  that 
they  must  possess. 

Throughout  the  show  Frost  was 
visibly  unmoved  and  uninvolved.  His 
questions  seemed  anticipatory  and 
scripted  rather  than  reactive  and 
open-ended.  He  asked  “How  did  you 


get  this  way?”  rather  than  “Who  are 
you?”  or  “How  do  you  live  it  out?” 

I  thank  Sheri  and  Diana,  the  lesbian 
couple,  for  giving  their  warm,  personal 
view  of  gay  life  together  and  their 
espousal  of  a  gay  counter-culture.  I 
also  thank  Gerald’s  father  for  the 
honest  appraisal  of  his  liberal  views 
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which  excluded  and  oppressed  the  son 
he  continues  to  love. 

I  feel  that  ABC  has  enough  of  a 
production  staff  and  enough  money  to 
have  given  a  more  diversified  social 
and  political  view  of  the  gay  world. 
Also,  the  90  minutes  was  much 
over-advertised  which  leads  me  to 
doubt  ABC’s  commitment.  In  essence, 
I  felt  that  the  show  was  neither  wide 
nor  about  our  world.

TOW  A  RD  SHARED  A  UTONOMY 


In  (he  year  1653,  in  the  midst  of  the 
chaos  of  the  English  Civil  War,  a 
royalist  baronet  constructed  a  chapel  in 
Leicestershire.  A  tablet  on  the  wall  of 
that  church  describes  him  as  one 
“whose  singular  praise  it  Is  to  have 
done  ye  best  things  in  ye  worst  times, 
and  hoped  them  in  ye  most  callam- 
itous.” 

Few  of  us  would  endorse  Sir  Robert 
Shirley’s  political  loyalties,  but  none 
can  deny  that  he  possessed  a  gutsy 
spirit  which  has  something  to  say  to  us 
on  the  eve  of  our  New  England  Gay 
Conference  in  Provincetown.  We  all 
have  had  our  low  moments,  either 
personal  or  corporate.  We  have  all 
been  depressed  or  angered  when  a  gay 
organization  we’ve  worked  hard  to 
maintain  seems  to  be  going  nowhere  or 
is  split  by  strife,  or  when  we  hear  of 
someone  losing  a  job  or  undergoing 
some  other  suffering  because  she  or  he 
is  gay. 

Vet  in  spite  of  setbacks,  we  as  a 
people  are  emerging  from  the  worst  of 
times  and  the  most  calamitous  of 
conditions;  we  are  coming  forth  in 
hope,  entering  the  kingdom  of  light. 
One  by  one,  we  find  that  day  when  we 
lift  up  our  heads,  facing  down  the 
world  and  saying  “Here  I  am.  I  accept 
myself  totally.  There  will  be  no  more 
separation  of  parts  of  myself  from 
other  parts.  Hey,  world!  Accept  me  as 
I  am;  if  you  can’t,  that’s  your  problem. 
I’m  going  to  survive  anyway,  with  my 
head  together  and  held  high.”  Then 
the  many  “I’s”  become  one  “We,” 
and  that,  basically,  is  what  the  New 
England  Gay  Conferences  are  all 
about. 

While  I  am  hardly  Marxist  in  my 
world-view  (being  the  last  of  the 
Massachusetts  Conscience  Whigs),  I 
like  the  way  the  Marxist  thinker  Paolo 
Friere  has  put  the  issue  in  The 
Pedagogy  of  (he  Oppressed:  “The 
oppressed,  having  internalized  the 
image  of  the  oppressor  and  adopted  his 


guidelines,  are  fearful  of  freedom. 
Freedom  would  require  them  to  eject 
his  im  ge  and  replace  it  with  autonomy 
and  responsibility.” 

The  people  who  will  be  gathering  at 
Provincetown  will  be  drawn,  hopeful¬ 
ly,  from  the  ever-increasing  ranks  of 
those  who  have  thrown  off  oppressive 
self-images.  The  Conference,  planned 
around  the  theme  “UNITY  IN  AC¬ 
TION,”  is  an  active  affirmation  of  our 
collective  autonomy  and  a  gladsome 
shouldering  of  the  responsibilities  of 
living  free.  With  Marcus  Aurelius, 
those  who  will  come  have  said,  in 
essence,  “Waste  no  more  time  arguing 
what  a  good  [hujman  should  be.  Be 
one.” 

We  have  come  a  long  way,  individu¬ 
ally  and  together.  Last  year  at  this  time 
I  hesitantly  attended  two  sessions  of

Review  by  Tom  Myles 
Score  is  nothing  more  than  a  porno 
flic,  but  because  it  presumes  to  concern 
itself  with  bisexuality,  an  elaborate, 
mechanical  plot  is  invented.  One 
promiscuous  couple,  Jack  and  Elvira, 
set  out  to  and  succeed  in  seducing, 
respectively,  Ed  and  Betsy,  uptight 
churchgoers.  The  latter  are  seeking 
excitement:  Jack  is  bored  with  his  wife 
and  job,  and  Betsy  gets  bored  when  she 
catches  Ed  masturbating  in  the  bath¬ 
room  when  he  is  supposed  to  be 
shaving.  Most  of  the  movie  consists  of 
sex.  The  men  have  sex  in  a  blue  bed 
downstairs,  while  the  girls  go  at  it 
upstairs  in  a  room  full  of  mirrors  and 
lace,  with  the  usual  heavy  third  rate 
rock  music  in  the  background,  all  of 
which  must  somehow  seem  appropriate 
to  director  Radley  Metzger. 

The  direction  was  particularly  bad. 
There  was  an  amazing  disparity  in  the 
acting  between  the  naturalistic  sex  and 
the  unconvincing,  awkwardly  delivered 
dialogue,  which  those  acting  didn’t 
even  seem  to  believe.  Most  of  the  film 
consisted  of  annoying  close-ups  of 
expressionless  faces  and  irrelevant 
objects.  You  could  get  dizzy  watching 
this  film  —  the  cameraman  seemed  to 
have  a  nervous  condition  and  was 
unable  to  hold  the  camera  steady. 

The  director  and  scriptwriter  were 
too  naive  to  make  any  kind  of  positive 
statement  about  homosexuality  in  this 
ridiculous  excuse  for  a  movie.  A  more 
sensitive  director  could  have  closely 
explored  the  changes  which  the  institu¬ 
tion  of  marriage  is  undergoing.  But 
even  as  a  film  about  sex,  bisexuality  is 
left  in  our  minds  after  the  film  as  a  big 
mystery.
